Some of Them Named, and Their 


Measure of Success Recited. 


W e are glad to n o te a se n tim e n t 
generally am ong the farm ers to 
organize. 
T he great fluctuation in 
th e price of cotton d a rin g the past 
six weeks, aud in th e face of w hat 
m u st be a sh o rt crop too, has con­ 
vinced th em th a t in order to get 
the full value of their produce and 
to protect themselves from the evil 
effects of speculation, 
they m u st 
have a good, strong 
organization. 
Along w hat lines ibis will be done 
rem ains 
to 
be seen. 
Some 
are 
doubtful th a t an 
organization of 
the n a tu re of the G range or the Al­ 
liance would be strong enough 
to 
m eet and 
overcome 
the present 
evils. 
T his I believe to be a fact. 
F or from the peculiar way of in i­ 
tiation and acceptance of the m em ­ 
bers of these organizations, some of 
th e best and m ost substantial citi­ 
zens were kept from joining, thus 
w eakening th e m in their incipiency, 
and ultim ately causing their d o w n ­ 
fall 
F u rth e r more, and especialy 
so of th e Alliance, 
th ere 
was an 
ab rid g em en t of our rights to p u r ­ 
chase 
supplies 
from 
whom 
we 
pleased, causing 
discord 
between 
the farm ers, and those m erchants 
who *were not selected to supply 
the m em bers, and n aturally they 
w ished 
to see th e 
organization 


broken up. 
These and other defects 
caused 
their final 
dissolution.

suggest th a t, if we perfect an 
o r­ 
ganization, th a t there 
be 
no r e ­ 
striction of m em bership.

only qualification be th a t of being 
a farm er,

m ake no attem p t

Diversification, I am glad to say, 
has reached a practical stage, and, 
is now the rule rath e r than the e x ­ 
ception. 
T he principal factors in 
b ringing this about, I believe, are 
the u n certain ty 
of m ak in g corn 
and th e m uch execrated boll wee­ 
vil, that y et m ay be the m eans of 
lifting our farm ers from a position 
nearly approaching serfdom, to a 
degree of prosperity, in accordance 
with their ju s t deserts.

Mr. G. S. Foster of Providence

T h e fertility of the soil 
of old Brazos is well known and is 
as sure to produce a good crop of

Mr. H ensraling, near W ellborn, 
has eight or nine acres of ribbon 
cane, from which he will press 
a 
goodly nu m b er ol barrels of juice, 
that will m ake the 
best grade of 
molasses, and find a ready sale at 
50c per gallon. 
Mr. F. W. 
Yeager, below M iii* 
can, is preparing to set I acre o 
more 
to straw berries. 
H e says 
th a t with proper care and c u ltiv a ­ 
tion some soils of Brazos will p ro ­ 
duce as fine berries as
